They are presently operating a 
Booms Registry -in the Clubroom 
of the Union from 10:30 am to 
4:30 pm. 

Mrs. R.F- Dunlop, supervisor 
of the Registry, reports that 
about 135 students have made 
use of the service so far. Despite 
the proximity of first year regis- 
tration, most of the applicants 
have been upperclassmen rather 
than freshmen, she said. ' 

Applicants fill out cards sta- 
ling name, address, faculty, and 
the type of accomodation desired. 
They are then given a list of six 
residences to inspect. When the 
student finds a suitable dwelling 
he reports back to the Registry 
and gives its location. 

All accomodations listed are 
inspected before being approved 
for the list. Registry standards 
demand that they, be clean, quiet, 
contain adequate furnishings, 
and have fire escapes. . 

Rent for most of the rooms 
ranges from S10 a week up. If 



board is included $20 a week is 
about average. Apartments start 
at $60 a month unfurnished for 
one and one half rooms. Some 
boarding houses offer garage or 
parking facilities, laundrv scr- 
vice, private bathroom, private 
entrance, use of the piano, per- 
mission to keep pels, and French 
conversation.

Hasty renova- 
tions which provided a Women's 
Powder Room were carried out. 
Finally the great day arrived. 
Noon time came around and stud- 
ents were surprised to sec a 
horse tethered in the lobby just 
outside the cafctaria. 

Said one ot the pro-segregation- 
isls, "If women arc allowed in 
the Union, so should horses." 
Present day usage does not find 
horses in the Union but the 
women are here to stay. .. 

Housed on the groud floor, of 
the building arc a cafctaria and 
grillroom which provide meals 
and snacks at modest prices. 
The SEC offices are located just 
to the left of the ground floor 
entrance. A permanent fixture of

Passport to the Redpath is the 
student identity card issued today 
it Registration. The card, stamped 
at the main desk, gives its bearer 
the right to enter the Undergra- 
duate Library and withdraw 
books from the gcnc'ral and re- 
serve stacks. 

The Undergraduate Library, cal- 
led the UL, seats 375 and contains 
books on professors' reading lists 
and collateral reading on all aca- 
demic subjects. Volumes in the 
UL stay on the shelves and are 
not taken out. However, hooks 
not on the reading lists may be 
borrowed at the general circula- 
tion wicket at the main desk. 



Volumes from the general 
stacks are obtained via request 
cards available near the. library's 
catalogues. Instructions for their 
use are posted close by. Time li- 
mit on these books is three weeks, 
with fines exacted at the rate of 
25 cents a day for overdue books. 

Titles on the reading lists are 
placed on reserve, and most may 
be kept for only two days. Over- 
due fines jump to 25 cents an 
hour for reserves.

If you have trouble 
paying your bills, getting rid ol 
headaches (such as your wife), 
or counting up to ten, Vegcta- 
tionism has a word of advice for 
you. VEGETATE. 

It Is an axiom of Vcgctationism 
that no man is as happy as a car- 
rot. Therefore, all man's strivings 
for happiness can be reduced to 
an unconcious desire to be a ve 
gctable. For example : What does 
a man do when he is troubled and 
frustrated? Naturally, he goes 
out and gets stewed. This uncon- 
scious desire to return to the 
state of vegetation is manifested 
in every action. • 

The study of the means of at- 
taining an actual physical state 
of vegetation comprises practical 
or grass roots Vegetatianism. It 
is with a very simplified history 
of that this article will concern 
itself, since the actual study of 
vegetationism is a long and in 
volvcd process, involving a lar- 
ger number of years than you'd 
care to spend. 

Very few people outside of the 
various legislative assemblies of 
the country have ever attained 
true Vegetationism. One of the 
forefathers of the movement, Ot- 
to Lump, thought that acheiving 
vegetation was merely a matter 
of sinking roots into the ground.

The in- 
habitants of the Belcher Islands 
in the South Pacific, for instance, 
believe that the tall grass that 
graws in the swanpy marches is 
really the departed souls of their 
ancestors. The people, however, 
do not know their grass from a 
soul in the ground. 

The true founder of Vegetatio- 
nism was Arnold Tuber, a turnip 
salesman travelling through the 
District of Columbia. Having com- 
pleted his business in Washing- 
ton, he decided to kill an after- 
noon watching the proceedings 
of the Senate. Enraged by the 
speech of a junior Senator, whose 
name escapes us, he drew a turnip 
from his sample case and was 
about to hurt it when a sudden 
thought struck him. Slowly, he 
looked from the turnip to the 
Senator, and then back to the 
turnip. In that moment a great 
idea was born. 



. Hcturning to his room he be- 
ban to consider. If turnips could 
be that great weapons against the 
forces of evil, think what a 
squash would be. Or a pumpkin. 
Every vegetable had its place in 
the scheme of things. But what 
about man ? 

Man, he reflected, was not so 
different from a vegetable. It was 
-chiefly a question of mobility. If 
enough people would read Love 
Magazines, watch television, listen 
to rock and roll (music,?), in a 
short time everyone would be 
vegetable. 

Today, Arnold Tuber is dead 
and planted, but his pholosophy 
has spread over the world like so 
much fertilizer. Every major' po- 
litlcal figure in the world has 
adopted his teachings and the 
trend in art is the same Univer- 
sities are beginning to vegetate. 
And so we can shortly look for- 
ward to the time when the entire 
world will be populated by vege- 
tables — a whole row of human 
beans.

In addition, 
many private book and supplv 
stores offer special discounts oil 
such supplies as engineering 
drawing equipment. 

Q. Can I change • course after 
registration? If so, how? 

A. Yes. Notices will appear at 
a later date advising procedures 
to be followed.

O. What about information? 

A, In regards to how to gel 
stomewherc on campus or in the 
buildings, these same janitors 
are a wealth of information. For 
information on university regu- 
lations, etc. the Registrar's Office 
(in the East side of the Arts 
Building) should be consulted. . 

Q. Can I get a bus pass for 
sludent rates on Montreal bus- 
ses? 

A. If your are under 18, yes. 
The Registrar's Office who will 
be able to supply further infor- 
mation. 

Q. Where can I study at Mc- 
Gill? What about reference 
books? 

A. The Redpath Library con- 
tains an Undergraduate Section 
with reference books in -great 
quantities on all scholastic sub- 
jects. These can be perused at 
tables provided and notes taken, 
etc. In the main library certain 
books can be taken out, the 
length of time depending whe- 
ther the books are on 'reserve' 
or not- In regards to studying in 
the Undergraduate Library the

When asked to produce a column for the Freshman Issue of Ihe 
Daily, we felt that before we launched into one of our weekly tirades 
about declining American Romans and energetic Russian Barbarians 
or the basic usclessness of Student Societies — we would like to de- 
vote a few paragraphs to the rather dubious topic of college journal- 
ism and case in point — the McGill Daily: 

College papers ranges from thriving commercial enterprises like 
the Harvard Crimson,' whose editor is awarded a cool S4000 a year, 
to the weekly and bi-weekly efforts of smaller universities.

Furthermore, like everything else on earth, 
the situation is aggravated by politics; the editorial boards are gen- 
erally in the hands of a student-society approved group of conserv- 
atives whose "editorial pages generally reflect the opinions of the lo- 
cal "powers that be" — (We've got fourteen karat platitude plated 
editorial trophies, to prove it ) 

Whenever the editors, whether accidentally or courageously, 
• manage to stray off this treadmill of mental hibernation and present 
something alien to the principles of the local "ancien regime", the 
change in tone is usually accompanied by a quiet change in personnel. 
The out going editor after publishing a suitable confession and apol- 
ogy undergoes a symbolic penance — e.g. public flogging at a foot- 
ball game intermission. Anyway, so much for the psychology of colle- 
ge journalism, now this week's spasm — fondly dedicated to the 
Freshman Class: 

To-day's thesis approaches and fairly impinges upon the ill-de- 
fined thresholds of madness and. takes the form of a defense, nay a 
psalm, in praise of- Abnormality. Wandering 'through the bewildered, 
benumbed human assembly line that wriggles its way pen in hand 
through the gym on Registration Day. we will be eagerly scanning 
the freshman faces, dress and personalities for anything that in any- 
way tends to denote the "oddball". Having found him (and having 
lobbied the right people to obtain the Sanction of the Cultural Chair- 
man of the S.E.C.) we will set him up on a little black pcdestral in 
the smoking room for the Philistines to view. Then we'll sit back 
and hope that like Samson or Huxley's Savage — he'll pull all the 
pillars down over his head.

The point is this (if there Is any point). You don't have to be a 
Jean Paul Sartre to realize that life is short and we only live once. 
From the commercialized chaos that the Beatniks, the paperback 
sellers and the pseudo-intellectuals have made of Existentialism, it 1 
still cannot be denied (hat one of its major tenets perhaps may be 
held up as a guideline to a sick and self-destroying civilization. We 
refer to the simple statement: "Human Reality can not be determined 
in patterns of human conduct". 

It looks like a typical trite little piece of philosophical word- 
playing. It isn't. It has the momentous weight of twenty centuries of 
human failure to bear witness to its truth. Twenty centuries of 
attempting to deal with merely the patterns of human conduct — the 
economic, political, and social superstructure — have ironically left 
us with one formless mess. The time has come where wc must simply 
take the courage to forget about the patterns and attack Reality 
itself — the essence before the existence — the individual action 
before the mass movement, the lone act of self sacrifice before the 
foreign aid, and when these major issues are settled — perhaps even 
art before criticism. < 



Somerset Maugham takes 840 pages in "Of Human. Bondage" to 
drive home the central truth of our lives: "Man is born; he suffers; 
he dies. That's the norm. But the abnormal man — the artist, the 
psychotic, the dedicated scientist, and the religious leader — all 
akin — are seeking existence on another level. The struggle may 
be' futile. It may be a big cruel joke. But the strugglo itself may 
be the Answer. In our all-compelling passion for normality we have 
parasitically shunted all Our major decisions into the hands of a few 
leaders, a corporate triangle' of political, military and financial 
elements, who being only mediocre symbols of our own paralyzed 
intellects, have brought us to the verge of self-destruction. The sum 
of an inifinite number of zeroes is zero. As long as every individual 
on earth continues to negate himself down to a nonentity the sum 
total of our efforts will continue to be chaotic, or in the words of 
pioneer psychiatrist Carl Jung: 

"It js, unfortunately, only too clear that if the individual is not 
truly regenerated in SDirit, society cannot be either, for society is the 
cum total of individuals in need of self realization 

That's what we mean by moral contraception. We refer to the 
fatal tendency of each individual to deny, to abort his moral burden 
of self-birth or self realization. What the smug sycophants fail to 
realize about their sick brethren is that abnormality is the regener- 
ating sickness that through its sporadic explosions allows for the 
preservation of the Norm. We mean that in the sense that for example 
makes Freud describe art as a jicuritic outburst or in the sense that 
religious belief, taken objectively, is a departure (though in most 
cases an edifying one) from the norms of rational thought... Any- 
way, Freshies, if any of you have made the. mistake of reading this 
dribble — Forget it. Don't let it bother you.

The McGill Winter Stadium 
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Stronger Line 
For Redmen

".Jus l a shade belter than last 
year", commented coach Bruce 
Coulter with reference to this 
year's edition of the Hodmen Foot- 
ball team. Coulter, begining his se- 
cond season at the helm of the Red 
and White, told the Daily yesterday 
that the line seems slightly improv- 
ed over last year, thus causing a 
minimum degree of optimism. 
• Anchoring the front wall will be 
Paul HarisTmowicz, who earned a 
berth on last year's intercollegiate 
all-star team. Paul weighs in at 
235 pounds and stands six feet five 
inches, plays tackle and will go 
both ways for the Redmen. Also 
returning along the line is Leo 
Konyk, McGill's outstanding athle- 
te of 1057-58, who will play centre. 
Tom Stefl, who sat out last season, 
Is anxious to get started in college 
ball end has shown well in prac- 
tices so far. 

LAKESHORE RECRUIT 

Chuck Wood, a recruit from the 
Lakeshorc junior team, is expected 
to fill one of the guard positions. 
He will likely play on offense, a job 
he did well with Lakeshore last 
season. As of the weckenJ, neither 
Rae Brown nor Mike Byrne had 
turned out to practice. Rae, a se- 
cond year medical student, sat out 
last year after a number of excel- 
. lent seasons with the Redmen. He 
would be a valuable asset- to the 
team as an offensive tackle and 
middle guard on defense. Byrne, 
who was recently married, is a two 
way tackle who can also help Coul- 
ter's charges. Other line candidates 
include veteran Charlie McLaugo- 
lin, Al Klevorick, and Al McKe:i- 
zie, who learned his football ?t 
Montreal High and starred with the 

. McGill Indians last year. 

Gordle Merrill and Bob Tucker 
appear to have Die offensive end 
positions nailed down. Tucker is 
being converted from a defensive 
end to fill Joe Poirer's post on 
offense. Joe, who is a defensive 
half back with the Ottawa Rou<?h 
Riders this season, will be missed 

i i Tor his pass catching ability. 

NEW FULLBACK 

The backfield is shaping up with 
John Roberts at quarter, Carl Han- 



sen and Joe Irvin on the half line, 
and newcomer Jake Pcrlmutter at 
fullback. The latter was nn all-star 
with the Northmount Lions of thu 
QRFU Juvenile League last year 
and is rated as a "hard runner" 
by mentor Coulter. The coach 
hopes that Pcrlmutter will be able 
to fill the shoes of high-scoring 
Wally Bulchack who was McGill's 
Most valuable Player last year. 

Hansen and Irvin are proven ve- 
terans, while Roberts played be- 
hind Dick Carr last year. Roberts 
should hold down the number one 
quarterback job, as Tom Skypeck, 
the ex-Cornell signal-caller, sits on 
the sidelines this year due to 
ineligibility. Skypeck, with three 
seasons of Ivy League experience, 
was expected to take over Carr's 
job as the Red and White field 
general, but has been ruled ineli- 
gible for this year. John Moore; a 
third year Commerce student, will 
likely return as the team's wing- 
back. 

40 CANDIDATES 

With 40 hopefuls In camp, the 
Redmen have already donned 
'heavy gear' in preparation for the" 
uocoming inter-squad gai.ic to be 
played at Molson Stadium this Sa- 
turday immediately following the 
Big Four game between the Mon- 
treal Alouettes and Ottawa Rough 
Riders. The first big test of the sea- 
son will be against the Queen's 
Golden Gaels at Kingston in an 
exhibition game next Saturday, 
September 26. 

The regular Schedule will start 
on Friday, October 2. when the 
Redmen visit last year's champion 
Toronto Varsity Blues in Toronto. 
This will be a night game, the first 
ever played by McGill In Intercol- 
legiate competition. The following 
week, October 0, will see the Red- 
men entertain Queens in the locil 
opener to officially inaugurate the 
new lighting system at Molson 
Stadium. The Alouettes have al- 
ready used the Molson oval ut 
night In their pre-season and lea- 
gue encounters. 



Extensive Program For All Students 



The excellent facilities available 
for Athletics, Physical Education, 
and Recreation at McGill make il 
possible for all students to parti- 
cipate in a well balanced pro. 
gramme. The Sir Arthur Currie 
Gymnasium, the Memorial Swim- 
ming Pool, the Pcrcival Molson 
Memorial Stadium, the McGill 
Winter Stadium, the tennis courts, 
and two playing fields are ALL 
available for use by ALL students 
with a regular student identity 
card. Combined with these facil- 
ities is a well trained and friendly 
staff who nre always ready to help 
in any way they can. 

There arc four divisions of the 
athletics programme: Intercolle- 
giate Athletics, Intramural Athtc 
tics, Physical Education and Re- 
creation. 

INTERCOLLEGIATE SPORTS . 

Besides the big three (football, 
hockey, and basketball), McGill 
takes part in fifteen other Inter- 
collegiate Sports. This list is com- 
prised of track, soccer, tennis, 
squash, watcrpolo, badminton, 
swimming, harrier, skiing, gym- 
nastics, wrestling, boxing, golf, 
fencing, and rugger. The winner in 
all of these sports except wrestling 
is awarded a trophy. Last year, 
McGill took four team trophies,, 
second only to Toronto, and our 
athletes showed well in individual 
competition as well. 

However no matter which way 
one looks at the facts, it will be 
found that championships In the 
three major sports have eluded the 
"Red and White" for quite soma 
time. It Is a well known fact that 
McGill has not brought home the 
football champlonshio since 1938. 
But I'll let you in on something 
that very few upperclassmcn know. 
We have not won a basketball 
championship for the same length 
of time — 21 years. The last hoc- 
key trophy was won In the 1945-tO 
season. 

The picture is not really so dark 
and gloomy. The three senior 
teams started practically from 
scratch last year. This vast ra- 
building program includes not only 
players but coaches as well. Last 
season's new coaches are now 
sophomores. The same hold's for 
the many rookies on all the squads. 
Perhaps we can expect brighter 
things from our side in Intcrcolle 
giate Sports. 

INTRAMURAL SPORTS 

The great number of student- 
that participate in Intramural 
Athletics is proof of the success of 
this phase of McGill's Athletics 
programme. 

Although the list of Intramurpls 
is extensive, the main sports ore 
floor hockey, ice hockey, touch

football, volleyball, and basketball. 
There are two leagues,, Junior and 
Senior, in touch football, basket- 
ball, and volleyball. This is a new 
innovation this year, and Is set 
up as follows: the first two years 
in all undergraduate faculties will 
compete in . the Junior League, 
while the upper years and all gra- 
duate faculties will play In the 
Senior League. The roles on eligi- 
bility apply to both of these lea- 
gues. 

To enter a team, a faculty or 
class must notify the Students' 
Intramural Recreational Council 
In writing at least one week before 
the league starts. 

Those of you who wish to take 
part in the Inutramural prog- 
ramme but cannot, for various 
reasons, be. a pLyer, may become 
officials or managers. Clinics arc 
held, for referees and prospective 
officials must pass written and 
practicnls exams. Those who suc- 
ceed will receive remuneration for 
the officiating they do. 'Contact 
the Intramural office at the gym 
for further Information.) 

Competition in golf and tennis at 
the end of this month will kick 
off the intramural season, and 
touch football will get underway 
early in October. The sport pages 
of the DAILY will keep you fully 
informed of all these events. 

To keep the record straight, Me- 
dicine topped all faculties last 
year and Engineering came se 
cond.

In addition to fulfilling academic 
requirements, freshmen must par- 
ticipate in the Physical Education 
Program as well. This require 
ment must be satisfied by all rcgu 
lar undergraduates in the First 
Year of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science, the Faculty of Engineer 
ing, the Faculty of Music, the 
School of Commerce, and the 
School of Physical i and Occupa- 
tional Therapy. Moreover, thi 
requirement must be satisfied dur 
ing the student's first year at 
McGill. 

The objectives of the Freshmen 
Program are; 1> to introduce stud- 
ents to the variety of athletic act- 
ivities (offered at McGill;. 2) to 
provide healthful exercise an an 
organized and instructional basi:i, 
3) to promole a continuing interest 
in athletic participation. 

POINT SYSTEM 

Points have been assigned to all 
intercollegiate, intramural and in; 
tructlonal activities. All intercol- 
legiate sports have been assigned 
20 points; all intramural team 
sports have been assigned a -value 
of 5 points each provided the stud- 
ent has participated in 50% of all 
league games; all instructional 
sections except swimming 
assigned a value of 5 
swimming bas been 



assigned a value of eight point; 
A student MUST EARN TWENTY 
POINTS to be considered complete 
in physical education. Students 
who fail to earn the full twenty 
points will be required to pay a 
fine of twenty-five dollars when 
they register for their second year 
at McGill. 

Activities in which instruction 
will be -offered are: badminton, 
handball, squash, golf, beginners' 
swimming, elementary swimming, 
volleyball end recreational gym- 
nastics. To earn the S points, stud- 
ents must attend 6 of the 7 classes 
In a section. 

SWIMMING 

A swimming test will be given 
(o all freshmen on October 12 and 
13. Freshmen will then be put into 
one of three classifications. Non- 
swimmers will be required to en- 
roll in two swim classes per week 
for the first term. Elementary 
swimmers will enroll in one swim 
class per week during the school 
year. A third classification per- 
mits students to choose activities 
other than swimming. 

Registration for first term acti- 
vities will take place on October 
14 and 15. However, all first year 
students must take a 'University 
Health Examination at the Health 
Service before registering for 
athletics.

For the Femmes

McGill offers to enthusiastic athletes excellent opportunities for 
recreational and competitive sports. An Athletics Preview, held early 
in the. school term,- introduces the freshmen to -a wide array of 
athletic activity organized and promoted by the Women's Athletic Ass- 
ociation. 

Sports, ranging from the individual to the team, from the comp- 
étitive to the recreational, enables a student to gain healthy condition 
ing as well several hours of enjoyable competition. 

Golf and tennis usher in the new athletic year with tournaments. 
Socccrettes then take over the Lower Campus with weekly practices, 
followed by exhibition games against Macdonald College and other 
nearby colleges. 

The familiar bounds and rebounds of volley balls and basket- 
balls begin to monopolize the gym early in November, while traces 
of badminton birds reveal that the new season is underway. 

Out in the McGill Winter Stadium, behind the Currie gym, hockey 
and skating begin to mark up the new freeze as. preparations again 
start for the series of exhibitions. In the meanwhile, many skierinas 
take to hills 40 and 80 near the WAA Ski House in Ste. Adèle en 
Haut. 

Archery, an outdoor sport until the intercollegiate meet in late 
October begins' to share quarters with the Rifle Club in the Curric 
Rifle Range. All the while McGill's Aqua-maids splash at top speed 
with hopes of earning a berth on the Swim Teams while the syn- 
chronized swimmers gracefully maneouver to the sound of music. 

March marks the climax of the athletic year with a festive affair, 
the WAA Banquet "Letters" and cups of all shapes and sizes are 
awarded to deserving hockeyettcs, baskctbelles, etc., while managers, 
club presidents and chairmen are accorded their share of praise- 

Th|s is a mere thumbnail sketch of the . athletic season. Over 
twelve clubs are organized most at three distinct levels — intramural, 
intercity and intercollegiate. Many of these activities are played con- 
currently, others at extreme ends of the term. It is wise to gain a 
good balance between the individual and the team sport, between 
the competitive and the recreational, and between the indoor 'and 
the outdoor. 

At Athletics Preview, the WAA executive and Council members 
will be on hand to help each freshette choose a well-balanced pro- 
gram. Information concerning facilities, coaching, and tournaments 
will be presented by the WAA and a question and answer period will 
follow. Exhibitions in several of the sports will enable a freshmen 
to gain an insight in the sport. Later in the fall term an Open WAA 
Meeting will be held in order to show all students the organizational 
aspect af sports at McGill. If you are unable to participate as an 
active performer, you can still gain experience as a WAA committee 
member and so help the sports program. The inscription on the WAA 
executive award reads as follows — PARS QUIQUE, "LUDUS OMNI- 
BUS 1 — part of one and the game for all.

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By Way off Clarification 



As a freshette at McGill, you*. I 
probably be confused by the know- 
it-all athletic talk of the upper- 
class women — "WAA", "RAC", 
"extramural". Rules regarding 
eligibility and awards will be" v'i- 
gue and ill-defined as the geogn 
phy of campus. 

Firstly, what is the WAA? Tech- 
nically, it is. the Women's Athletic 
Association composed of all under 
graduates who pay the full tuition 
fee. However, the term WAA 
usually associated with the internal 
organization, the executive, cou.i 
cils, and committees — "she's on 
the WAA". At the helm of the As- 
sociation is the Executive who or- 
ganize and co-ordinnte activities. 
Directly responsible to this smad 
executive flroup are two very 
important councils, the Athletic 
Council and the Recreational Acti 
vities Council which arc composed 
of presidents, or other représenta 
fives as the case may be on the 
RAC. Intramural representative 
committees faculty, fraternity and 
residence and a Competitive Spor'i 
Committee round out the WAA. 

Who can Join a sports club* 
Everyone who has had a medicnl 
examination and an X-ray at the 
University Health Service and has 
obtained at least a "B" Category 
may participate in athletics and 
swimming. Appointments must be 
made at registration. Dates of 
club meetings and practices arc 
posted on the notice boards and 
printed in a daily sports schedule 
for women. Even though you have 
never swung a squash racquet or 
û rapier, you may under our ex 
cellent coaching reach intercolle- 
giate standing during your fresh- 
men year. Attendance at two- 
thirds of the practice meetings is 
a prerequisite for most of the inte- 
colleglate teams. 

What levels of comoctition are 
open to a freshman? A first year 
student Is eligible to participate in 
any Intramural, Intercity and Inter- 
collegiate tournaments as long as 
there Is no conflict in practice 
hours. However, a student may not 



play both basketball and volleyball 
In the same. year. All sports on thu 
Athletic Council have intramural 
meets, most have intercity compe- 
tition (with outside teams) and 
many field Intercollegiate squads. 
Checrleading is the only activity 
restricted to upperclass women. 

How should the first year stud- 
ent choose her activities organized 
by the WAA? By attending the 
Athletics Preview, a freshman s. 
introduced to the sports, managers, 
times of meetings, etc. She is 
told that since there is a sharp 
dichotomy between the recreational 
and the competitive, it would be 
wise to gain a balance between the 
two. The recreational activity 
include the Ski House. Watershow 
MOC, whilo volleyball, riflcry anJ 
golf comprise representative sports 
from the Athletic Council. 



Another recommendation • avoid 
playing two sports which are fei- 
tured concurrently, so you may 
gain experience in an outdoor sport 
m the fall and an indoor in mid- 
winter. A student during her four 
.years should have leoupd at leu-;i 
one new sport and firsryear is a", 
good ns any. Since the athletic 
calendar is geared to examination 
timetables all sports conclude their 
meetings by the first week .n 
December and the first week Jj 
March. 

What equipment is provided by 
the WAA and what should an 
athlete purchase ? In most coses 
all the equipment is supplied by 
the Department, save for ice- 
skates, running shoes. A prospec- 
tive athlete may bring herself to 
a meeting add be equipped from 
soccer pads to riflcry ammunition.
